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GC district gets report cards

GRANITE CITY — State-issued 
report cards on District 9 schools 
show that Granite City has a higher. 
than-average student mobility rate 
and a high percentage of students 
who are from low-iricome families in 
some grade schools. ~ 

The report cards show a correla- 
tion among several categories, with 
schools that have more students 
from-low-income families generally 
having more students in the bottom 
25 percent on basic skills tests, with 
some exceptions. z 

FOR INSTANCE, Marshall, which 
has the highest percentage of 
students that come from low-income 
families at 56 percent, has the se- 
cond highest student mobility rate. 

The school also has the second 
highest percentage in the district, at 
48.4 percent, of students who scored 
in the bottom 25 percent on a com- 
prehensive basic skills achievement 
test in language. The district 
average for language skills is 27.6 
percent scoring in the lowest 25 
percent: 

But Marshall had a greater 
percentage of students scoring in the 
top 25 percent §n math skills than 
someschools, such as Frohardt, 


which has a much lower percent of 
low-income students. 

Rich Brinkhoff, administrative 
assistant for elementary instruction, 
said such comparisons of basic skills 
statistics in the report cards are 
unfair. 

BRINKHOFF SAID the report 
cards do not show differences bet- 
ween achievement and cognizant 
skills and do not show improvements 
students make as they go through 
the school system. 

“Unless you take that into con- 
sideration, it (basic skills data) is 
unfair.. If you compare what we 
begin with .,. our growth percentage 
is greater (than state averages),”” 
Brinkhoff said. 

Using district test score informa- 
tion in addition to the state’s data, 


* Brinkhoff said statistics show a 


marked decrease in the percentage 
of students scoring in the bottom 25 
percent when tested in language at 
the eighth grade level. 

USING THE SAME information, 
the percentage of students in the top 
25 percent by the time they reach 
10th grade increases in mathematics. 
and language skills, with slight 
decreases in reading comprehension 
and vocabulary.

general election, we Madison Coutny 
voters voted yes to approve a tax 
rate not to exceed 2t% cents for our 
County Nursing Home. 

These funds were to be used to 
maintain the Home and to provide 
patients with maintenance, personal , 
care, and nursing services. 

At that time, we were told the ad- 
ditional tax money would make the 
facilities self-supporting. 

Our nursing home administrator 
had stated ‘We are very proud of 
this place; we think we have the 
finest nursing home in this part of 
the state, maybe in the entire state.”” 

Our local paper,. the Press- 

ard, recommended a yes vote 

d we did that. 

The tax money, around $600,000 


for the home, was not received by 
the county until sometime in the 
summer of 1983. ‘ 

On Nov. 4, 1986, we are being ask- 
ed to approve another referendum to 
issue up to $6,500,000 in general 
obligation nursing care bonds and 
approve an additional tax in excess 
of the statutory limit. 

I realize that this is a small 
amount of money, but since our 
county officals gave themselves a 
raise in salary after we bailed out 
the home in 1982 — and now at the 
Oct. 15,. 1986, meeting they gave 
themselves another raise — I havea 
solution to the money problem 

The County Board can put the pay 
raises they just gave themselves 
towards the operation of the nursing 
home. 


They, more then anyone else, 


should be most concened about 
what's to happen to our ill and aged 
individuals.

Longer life great but also a problem 


To the editor: 

When I was a child it-was an 
unusual experience to have anyone 
our family knew celebrate a 50th 
wedding anniversary. Today it is 
fairly common, despite the rising 
divorce rates. 

The reason is simple: We are liv- 
ing longer. 

In 1936, when I was 8 years old, the 
average American lived to be 58 
years old. Today, we live to be more 
than 74 years of age. Pac | 

At the turn of the century wé lived 
only 47 years. 

The other day I read an essay writ- 
ten by the 16th Century French 
writer, Michel de Montaigne, writ- 
ten when he was 37 years old. He 


wrote: “When once 40 years old we - 


should consider it as an age to which 
very few arrive. 

“For seeing that men do not usual- 
ly proceed so far, it is a sign that we 
pretty well advanced; and since we 
have exceeded the ordinary bounds 
...we ought not to expect.to.go much 
further. 

“Having escaped so many 
precipices of death, where into we 
have seen so many other men fall, 
we should acknowledge that so ex- 
traordinary afortune as that which 
as hitherto rescued us from those 

..eminent peri and kept us alive 
beyond the ordinary term of living,

is not likely to continue long.” 

Today it is hard to imagine that he 
wrote about reaching the ripe old 
age of 40.

“This program provides incentive 
for a new inmate to become involved 
at an early stage in the agency’s ex- 
cellent educational programming.” 

“It should encourage inmates to 
continue with their basic education 
in order to pass.a General Education 
Development- (GED) exam and to 
proceed into vocational programs or. 
higher-level academic courses.”” 

“We are supportive of any effort 
such as this one to upgrade the 
literacy skills of inmates,” said 
Michael J. Mahoney, executive 
director of the John Howard 
Association in Chicago. 


“We also hope appropriate incen- 
tives will be added into'the program 
down the road by the legislature, 
such as subtracting days from 
sentences if reading and math skills 
are upgraded.”

Though some schools, especially 
those with a high percentage of 
students’ from low-income families, 
haye relatively high percentages of 
students in the bottom 25 percent of 
basic skills, there are more’students 
in the middle and top of the skills 
tests, Brinkhoff said. - 

Administrative assistant for 
secondary - instruction Michael 
Sikora said schools with a high 
percentage of students from low- 
income families have performed 
well, despite the report card data. 

“IN SOME of the low-income 
areas,if you look al the growth, we 
are doing a pretty good job,” Sikora 
said. 

Brinkhoff said the district 
recognizes the need to concentrate 
in language and reading. 

“Overall, I think our strengths are 
in the math area. We are in the pro- 
cess of developing a comprehensive 
language arts curriculum. But “I 
don't apologize for the scores,” he 
said. . 
Brinkhoff said the district has 
been developing its language arts 
curriculum for two years. 

SOME REPORT CARD informa- 
tion gives a glimpse of the type of 
community that Granite City is. The 
information indicates the communi- 
ty is highly -mobile with many 
families moving in and out of the 
school system. 

‘The average student mobility rate 
for the district is 26.7 percent com- 
pared to 20.8 percent for the state. 

Sikora said the mobility rate in the 
schools typifies what is happening to 
the city. 

“When things get tough, they 
move out. It’s an in and out type of 
thing. Blue collar jobs are decreas- 
ing,” he said. “ 

OTHER FACTORS, such as 
higher divorce rates than in past 
years, also affect mobility, Sikora 
said. 

Schools with a higher percentage 
of low-income students also tend to 
have a higher rate of students who 
are not promoted to. the next grade, 
according to the report cards. 

Sikora said- higher rates of 
students not promoted is not 
necessarily a negative statistic. 

“WHEN. I WAS principal at 
Coolidge (Junior High School); we 
had a 10 percent rate. That’s not 
necessarily a bad thing. 

“It has to have some kind of mean- 
ing to the student-body. I don’t con- 
sider it all bad. If &-kid fails in 
Granite -City, we’ye exhausted all 
avenues,”’ Sikora said: * 

Sikora said the. mobility rate 
reflects many students simply mov- 
ing-out of the area. These students 
are counted in the student/promotion 
rates. eg 

-On the average, 6.4 percent ‘of 
district students are not promoted, 
compared to.5.1 percent statewide. 
The high school graduation rate is 
slightly less than statewide 
averages. 


THE REPORT CARD noted 8 per-- 


cent of Granite: City High School 
seniors are preparing for college, 
compared to 55.9 percent statewide,

Report card information on 
statewide averages shows district 
administrators’ salaries are below 
state rages and district teachers’ 
salaries are above: 

The district spends more on 
education than Statewide averages; 
class sizes are generally higher; the 
pupil-administrator ratio is higher; 
and the district spends $2,867 per 
student compared to $3,526 per stu- 
dent on a statewide average. 

“T think there are some things we 
can use,”’ said Sikora, referring to 
the report cards.

Bllson defines ‘‘large enough" as 
a idifference “represented by a 


relative productivity ratio of 2.0 or 
more.” That is, one of the techniques 
in each comparison was shown to be 
at least twice as productive as the 
other. The 75 studies that Ellison has 
collected that meet this criterion 


cover a total of 125 teaching 


techniques. 

Eight of these 125 techniques are 
examples of ‘‘conventional 
teaching,’’ while 24 represent “‘ex- 
perimental variants’ of conven- 
tional teaching. “‘The remaining 93 
examples,’’ Ellison writes, “‘may be 
described as _nonconventional 
techniques in the sense that none are 
in common use in general 
education.”” 

All- of the 93 nonconventional 
teaching-techniques are products of 
instructional systems design, and 
many make use of one or more 
physical technologies, such as 
audiovisual equipment, teaching 
machines, or computers. 

Forty-three of the nonconven- 
tional techniques are examples of 
programmed learning; 29 are ex- 
amples of programmed teaching; 21 
are examples of performance-based 
instruction or performance-based 
instructional design. 

Although only two studies mention 
cost, “relative costs and relative 
cost-effectiveness can often be 
estimated with some confidence,” 
Ellson argues, using data that are 
routinely reported in comparative 
evaluations. 

One of his conclusions from such 
cost analysis is that tutoring (both 
conventional and- programmed), 
which is often assumed to be too 
costly for use in public schools, “‘can 
be done effectively by volunteers 
and unpaid students.”’ 

Moreover, Ellson cites data show- 
ing that ‘when tutoring is doen by 
unpaid tutors, it can be several 
times as cost-effective as conven- 
tional teaching alone.”’ 

Ellson regards his collection of 
research findings as ‘‘a source of 
material for brainstorming sessions 
aimed at solving educational and 
social problems,”’ 

He emphasizes that, although his 


__ collection of studies is informal and 


would not satisfay the strict canons 
of scientific research, educators who 
are “looking to research for possible 
answers to practical problems” are 
not acting as scientists, but .as 
technlogists. 

Thus, they cannot afford to 
overlook his central finding that 
‘arge increases in effectiveness of 
instruction are not at all incompati- 
ble with large reductions in cost.”

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Group opposes bail for 
Violent drug offenders 


The Illinois Bail Amendment 
Coalition was established this week 
to-bring heightened public 
awareness and support to the bail 
amendment referendum on the Nov. 
ballot. t 

Lieut. Gov. George H. Ryan made 
the announcement in Moline on 
“behalf of the Thompson 
administration. 


in a statement. ‘At that time one of 
the measures I cited in our battle 
against drug abuse was the bail 
amendment. It would expand the 
circumstances under which judges 
would be permitted to deny bail — 
including certain drug crimes. 

‘Through this bipartisan Bail 

Amendment Coalition, we hope to 

drive the message home to voters — 

say ‘yes’ to the bail amendment; say 

‘yes’ to keeping dangerous criminals 

off the street.” 

Ryan said passage of the amend- 
ment would be a key ingredient toa 
successful battle against-substance 
abuse. 

“The way the law now stands, bail 
must be granted to all persons ex- 
cept those accused of capital of- 
fenses or crimes that carry a life 
sentence upon conviction,” Ryan 
Said. ‘‘What this means is that the 
only way a judge can try to keep a 
high-volume drug dealer ‘in jail 
would be by setting a very high bail. 

“But high-volume drug pushers 
can -meet even the highest bail. 
Through the amendment, judges 
would be empowered to deny bail to 

such persons. 

“Studies: have found that drug 
users are 50 percent more likely 
than non-users to be rearrested for 
additional crimes before reaching 
trial.””

The amendment would also ref 
quire the state to reimburse local 
governments for any costs incurred 
in carrying out the proposed 
changes. 

In backing the constitutional 
amendment, the governor said, “‘We 
can deny bail to keep some of the 
most dangerous drug dealers and 
violent drug users in jail where they 
will not be able to harm innocent 
men, women and children — if only 
we allow judges the discretion to do 
so. 

“I believe the citizens of [linois 
will demand that protection once 
they understand the amendment. It 
is our obligation to bring the issue to 
public attention before voters go to 
the polls.”” - 

In the last legislative session, the 
governor commehded the State 
Senate for approving the proposal. 
The measure will now appear on the 
Nov. 4 ballot, having received a 
three-fifths majority vote in both 

houses of the General Assembly.

Mirrors to help recapture 


this area’s Ind 


(Cahokia Mounds Museum) 

When the new Cahokia Mounds In- 
terpretive Center opens some time 
in 1988, the Cahokia story will be told 
with mirrors. Literally. 

‘At the heart of the new museum 
will be a giant mirror box, in which 
reflective glass will be used to 
multiply a grouping of Indian houses 
and-environments into an entire city 
of huts, much as mirrors on parallel 
walls of a barbershop give the 
customer in the chair the impression 
that he’s looking into infinity. 

When visitors to the museum enter 
the mirror box, they will walk along 
a curving pathway, seeing the 
reflections of huts and mannequins 
over and over again, as if they were 
in the center of the ancient Cahokia 
city. 

Apparently, nothing like this mir- 
row box has ever before been built in 
a museum setting, say the architects 
of the new building. 

Frank D. Ilingworth Jr., vice 
president of Booker Associates Inc. 
and project manager, said the firm 
is hoping to let bids for the building 
itself by late November and do some 
site work before Christmas. Con- 
struction should take about 18 
months. 

-Mingworth said the $6 million to 
construct the building has been ap- 
propriated by the state and “‘is in 
place.”’ Another $1.6 million will be 

- needed to build the displays. 

State.Sen. Sam M. Vadalabene, of 
Edwardsville, has agreed to sponsor 
legislation for this amount, and Ill- 
ingworth said the ‘funds may be 
available by the 1988 fiscal year, 
which starts in July 1987. ““We hope 
to bid the exhibit construction as 
early as June 1987,” Illingworth told 
a group of Cahokia Mounds Museum 
Society ‘members at a wine-and- 
cheese reception at which slides of 
the museum designs were shewn. 

The new building, with 33,000 
square feet of floor space, will be 10 
times the size of the present Cahokia 
Mounds Museum. In fact, the mirror 
box alone will be about as big as the 
present building, which was built in 
the 1920s and which sits at the base 
of Monks Mound. 

“The new building will be at the 
south end of Ramey Street, 
southeast of Monks Mound and east 
of the Twin Mounds. Access will be 
via Ramey, which runs south from 
Collinsville Road (U.S. 40). There 
will be a parking area south of the 
museum. 

The building will be of brick, with 
rounded corners and a massive, 
striated roof of pewter-colored zinc 
— deep gray in color 
weathers well over the years, accor- 
ding to architect Chuck Morris of Ar- 
chitectural Associates Inc., Collsin- 
ville. He has been working with 
Booker on the design of the building. 

Booker, of Fairviéw Heights, is 
the general contractor. ‘ollmer 
Associates, of Collinsville, will do 
landscaping, utility work and’struc- 
tural work. The displays are being 
designed by Gerard Hilferty & 
Associates of Athens, Ohio. 

“The museum building has) an 
abstract ‘‘mound look” about it, but 
is‘Iow in profile and is not intended to 
compete with the prehistoric 
mounds at the site, the architects 











say. 

ie is intended to tell the Cahokia 
story to a variety of museum visitors 
— casual visitors with limited time 
to spend, as well as amateurs with a 
deep interest in prehistory, and 
scholars themselves. Displays will 
be-arraned so visitors can follow a 
“high road, low road or middle 
road,’ dependihg on time and 
interest. v 

The-building is divided into three 
segments: the display area on the 
left as one enters; an office, 
museum shop and multi-purpose 
aréa on the right; and a lobby in the 
middle, in which visitors can get a 
general orientation to the Mounds 
site. 

‘Details of the display area are still 
in ation, and a description of 
the: interpretive aspects of the 
museum is subject to refinement. 
and change. Nevertheless, here is 
approximately what visitors will 
see.”

In the center of the lobby, on a cir- 
cular platform, will be a scale model 
of the Cahokia Mounds site so that 
visitors can get an overall view of 
the area. Beyond the model, through 
a windowed area the width of the 
lobby, visitors can get a panoramic 
view of the site, from Monks Mound 
on the north to the Twin Mounds on 
the south. 

Above the model will be a ring of 
lights and, in the center, hanging 
banners with the Birdman symbol 

Visitors then will be encouraged to 
ascend a short flight of steps to the 
theater entrance for a multi- 
projector slide show. Seating will be 
on benches; theater capacity will be 
80 adults or 100 to 110 children. There 
will be wheelchair access. 

Following the slide show, the 
figure of a Mississippian Indian will 
appear in the darkened room to tell 
about life in his city. The figure may 
appear to speak and move through 
holography, or reflected film 
projections. 

After this brief talk, the screen 
will rise out of the way and the 
visitors will be able to look right into 
the mirror box, the huts and manne- 
quins reflected many times to give 
the impression of a busy Indian 
settlement. 

The box will contain two complete 
houses. Four or five other structures 
will be partly inside the “box and 
partly out; the portions outside the 
box will have no walls or only the 
framework, so that people can see 
inside. 

Planned so far are a craftsman's 
hut (a flintknapper), a sweat lodge, 
a family dwelling: the house of a 
shaman or medicine man, and 4 
storage hut 

The visitors may wander through 
the box to get a closer look at 
Mississippian life. The passageway 
will be a few feet below the ground 
level of the mirror village so that the 
visitors’ presence, to others looking 

in from the outside, will be subdued. 

Around the mirror box will be 
seven ‘islands’? explaining, with 
diagrams, artifacts, models, maps, 

tools, and so on, seven aspects of the 
Cahokia story: 

@ Time periods (Paleo, Archaic, 
Woodland, Mississippian, Historic) : 

@ Culture (Mississippian) 

@ Urbanism (Was Cahokia a city? 
A ceremonial center?) ; 

® Structures (How mounds were 
built, pole structures, stockades, 
how the Woodhenge was 
constructed) ; 

e Communtiy

e@ Archaeology (How we learn 
about cultures which existed before 
written records). 

To emphasize that such evidence 
underlies most of the Mounds site, 
there will be several ‘‘mitigation 
wells” both inside and outside of the 
museum. There will be sunken areas 
in which visitors may see replica- 
tions of the archaeological excava- 
tions of the prehistoric houses, pits 
and other features found at the 
museum site in the past few years. 
Three small mounds which once 
stood near the museum site will be 
reconstructed. 

On the other side of the lobby will 
be an information desk and the 
museum shop. Nearby will he 
restrooms, plus offices for museum 
staff members. > 

. There also will be a multi-purpose 
room with gymnasium-type

bleacher seating which can be push- 


ed against a wall. The room can be 
expanded into a smaller adjacent 
activity room if needed, and can pro- 
vide a place for lectures, crafts 
classes and other activities. 

After visitors have seen the 
museum, they’ may exit through 
doors in the west side of the building 
for a walking tour of the site. Ex- 
terior displays,j perhaps a garden 
and reconstructed houses are plann- 
ed for this area to the west.

reopen the HUD office in 
Springfield. 

Senate-House passage of the pro- 
vision, added to Appropriations 
legislation for fiscal year 1987, vir- 
tually assures the office will be 
reopened. Dixon and Durbin said 
this will benefit homebuyers across 
downstate Illinois, who have faced 
delays in processing mortgage ap- 
plications since the Springfield of- 
fice closed July 31. 

The office’s services, which in- 
cude processing applications for 
federally-assisted home mortgages, 
were transferred to the Chicago field 
office in August. 

Dixon, Simon and Durbin in May 
requested that the General Accoun- 
ting Office investigate HUD’s deci- 
sion to close the office.

The Clinton nuclear plant should 
mean “‘little or no change”’ in rates 
charged to Southwestern - Illinois 
Rural Electric Co-operative 
members as a result of a refinancing 
plan, Soyland Power Co-operative 
officials say. 

Soyland, to which Southwestern 
and 14 other electric co-operatives 
belong, has received approval to 
refinance $310 million in Clinton- 
related debt it owed to the federal 
government at a 10.6 percent in- 
terest rate. 

Soyland was the first rural power 
transmission and distribution co-op 
in the country to get approval from 
the U.S. Treasurey Department to 
do the refinancing without any 
penalty, under a law passed by Con- 
gress thal went into effect this 
summer. 

Under the refinancing plan, 
Soyland will horrow from private 
banks at 7 percentinterest to pay off 
its government loans. ~ 

That will result in annual savings 
on interest costs of $11 million a year 
and avoid the ‘rate shock’’ that 
otherwise would have happened 
when Clinton is completed, 
presumably sometime next year, 
Soyland officials said. 

However, Patricia Reynolds of 
Soyland did not rule out entirely a 
rate hike when Clinton comes on line 
for wholesale electric power, which 
is in turn resold by the co-ops.

Madison County Public Defender 
John Rekowski compares it to prac- 
tices of the Se Union, calli it 
“preventive detention” of “people 
who haven't been found guilty.”’ 

His topic was the stricter bail pro- 
posal being presented as an Illinois 
constitutional amendment_on the 
Nov. 4 ballot. 

“It doesn’t bother me,” said 
Madison County Chief Circuit Judge 
Philip Rarick, expressing a “‘per- 
sonal opinion” that when he was on 
the criminal bench there were some 
defendants who posed such a risk to 
society they should have been denied 

~bail. 


“The majority of law enforcement 
people are in favor of it (no bail). It’s 
‘extremely beneficial in dealing with 
high-level drug people,” said Maj. 
‘Robert Hertz, director of operations 
for the Madison County sheriff’s 
department. 

“T don’t think it will have too much 
effect here. The criteria that are set 
out here are pretty much followed at 
the present time,’’ said Madison 
Coutny State’s Attorney Dick Allen. 

Each was commenting on the pro- 
posed state amendment to allow 
judges to deny bail to’ suspects 
charged with crimes carrying a 
mandatory prison sentence and who 
are found to pose a serious threat to 
the community. Currently, judges 
can only outright deny bail in 
murder or potential life imprison- 
ment cases. 

Allen noted judges, however, 
“‘now have the latitude of placing the 
bond so. high you can anticipate the 
person can’t make it.” 

“I don’t think we’ll have people 
kept in jail in large numbers 
because of this,"” he added. 

Rarick, however, said he would 
prefer the law permit outright denial 
of bail in cases where a suspect 
poses a threat to society. “Excessvie 
bail is no bail — it only makes a 
mockery of it,” he added in urging 
“*yes’? votes on the proposed 
amendment. 

Rarick added that insome murder 
cases, where the judge already can 
deny bail, he had felt there ws less of 
a threat to society than ‘‘some arm- 
ed robbers, rapists and child 
molesters”’ with prior records of the 
same type of offenses. 

He added if the amendment is ap- 
proved he thinks it might result in a 
“few more people in jail.” 

Rarick noted federal judges 
already have discretion to deny bail 
in more cases, similar to the propos- 
ed state amendment. 


Court rejects CUB 
utility bill inserts 


The Citizens Utility Board (CUB) 
has expressed disappointment with 
an Oct. 15 federal court ruling block- 
ing the organization’s right to insert 
membership literature in utility 
bills. But the organization vowed to 
keep fighting on behalf of 
consumers. 

“Obviously we are disappointed,”’ 
CUB President Howard Learner 
said. ‘“‘The mere existence of this 
lawsuit shows the extremes Illinois 
utilities will go to in order to silence 
the voice of consumers. But the rul- 
ing in no way signals the end of the 
Citizens Utility Board.” 

Utilities filed suit in March 
challenging the 1983 state law that 
permitted CUB to insert member- 
ship literature — much of it sharply 
critical of utilities — in utility bills 
up to four times a year. 

Roughly two-thirds of CUB’s' an- 
nual income was derived directly 
from the bill inserts, and the 
utilities’ suit already has cost the 
organization over $400,000 in lost 
revenues, Learner said. 

He said the federal ruling does not 
preclude the General Assembly 
from enacting other forms of fun- 
ding for the organization, and CUB 
plans to discuss alternative funding 
mechanisms with the state 
legislature. 

In addition, attorneys for CUB are 
considering whether to appeal the 
rulin

CUB, a statewide utility watchdog 
organization, is funded solely by its 
170,000 members, most of whom 
joined in response to inserts in their 
utility bills, Learner said.

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Jaws: A whale of a problem 
that often goes undected — 


Initoday’s orthodontics, straight 
and a pretty smile are not 
ttom line.

’ ding’ childhood 
causes including chil 
thumbsucking, allergies, or ab- 
normal jaw bone growth. 
“In-each of the cases, proper 
Siagnosis and ventive care in 
childhood - while growth can easi- 
ly be directed - could have 
vented the jutting jaws, receding 
chins, elongated faces and the 
accompanying self-consciousness. 

Dr. Farhad Moshiri, a local or- 

lontist and past chairman of 

‘Washi niversity School 

tal Medicine, is trying to 

rents, dentists and oth- 

er orthodontists to problems of the 
jaw. 

Glynis Steadman, for example, 
‘was treated by a Chicago ortho- 
dontist for five years before mov- 
ing to St. Louis and becoming 
Moshiri’s patient. 

Steadman’s - upper ia yh! pro- 
truded, her chin receded. The ab- 
normal jaw bone growth could 
have been corrected with “‘ortho- 
pedic force” (head gear and a 
mouth device) and her teeth 
straightened with “orthodontic 
force” (braces). But at age 23, 
Steadman’s bones were no longer 
easily pliable. 

After she was fitted with new 
braces by Moshiri, Steadman had 
jaw bone surgery by an oral sur- 
geon. Then she wore post-opera- 
tive braces for a year. 

“tl can smile now without worry- 
ing how I look,’”’ Steadman said. 
“People may say looks don’t real- 
ly. matter, but they do.”” 

Steadman’s jaws were wired 
together for six weeks after sur- 
gery, a procedure that she said 
‘was very unpleasant. 

In. most cases, that procedure 
has~been- replaced-by “‘pins and 
plates,”’ a method of rigid fixation’ 
that allows jaw movement, said 
Moshiri. 

Jay Poole, 19, another of Moshi- 
ri’s patients, had a severe over- 
bite that distorted the shape of his 
face. 

“TI had poor self-esteem,” he 
said. “Every morning when I 


looked in the mirror, I was re- 
minded how bad I looked.”’ 

Poole, whose lower jaw jutted 
out farther than his upper jaw, 
was treated first by braces, then 
by surgery to extend the length of 
his upper jaw and shorten his 
lower jaw. 

“TI still wear braces,’’ Poole 
said. ‘“But, even so, I look so much 
different now. I saw an old home 
movie of m If, and I_couldn’t 
believe the difference.’’ 

Though he lost a lot of weight 
because his jaws were wired to- 
gether, Poole said, ‘‘I would do it 
again.” 

Parents. should watch _ their 
young children for jaw bone ab- 
normalities, Moshiri said. 

If the problem is in the jaw 
bones, it must be treated between 
the ages of 6 and 10, he said. For 
problems. involving only teeth, 
treatment should come when the 
child is between ages 10 and 14, he 
said. 

Parents usually can tell the dif- 
ference themselves, Moshiri said. 
Is the top jaw noticably out of 
proportion fo the lower jaw? Or 
are the lower jaw and chin jutting 
out? * 

“What early is a functional 
problem can later become a skele- 
tal problem,”’ Moshiri said. 

A contributor to the book Com. 


prehensive Care for Cranofacia: 
Deformities , Moshiri is a_fre- 
quent speaker at dental colleges 
and societies and the author of 
numerous articles published in 
professional dental j . He 
also gives zponthy lectures, invit- 
ing a” handful colleagues, to 
explain his work. 

Durii his lectures, Moshiri 
shows fore and after slides, 
some quite dramatic. Among 
them are patients who have dis- 
torted faces due to thumbsucking 
or because of mouth breathing. 

“‘Thumbsucking, after the age 


| of four, can alter mouth and facial 


development,”’ he said, showing a 
slide of an adult patient .whose 
gum and jaw had grown in anarch 


around her fingers; also, a child 


whose teeth protruded outward 
and whose fingers were bent be- 


cause she had the habit of pushing” 


the fingers on the bottom of her 
mouth. 

For_ children, Moshiri recom- 
mends a reward system to encour- 
age the child to give up the habit. 
“If that doesn’t work, a habit 
breaking mouth device is nec- 
essary,”’ he said. 


‘A Slide showed a young adult 


‘with a long face. “‘When T looked 
at the outside of her face, I knew 
what was inside,” he said. 

The young woman was a mouth 
breather. Mouth breathing causes 
the tongue to rest in the bottom of 
the mouth and thrust out, the 
muscles of the face to push in- 
ward, the face to become elong- 
ated. 

“Mouth breathing can be 
caused by enlarged tonsils or ad- 
enoids or by allergies,’’ Moshiri 
said. The orthodontist refers such 
patients to an allergist or an ear- 
nose-and-throat specialist for cor- 
rection of the problem before he 
begins treatment with a device to 
restore the width of the roof of the 
mouth. 

Moshiri said he hopes that, with 
education, more patients will_be 
treated early by relatively easy 

reventive measures rather then 
later for more extensive adult 
skeletal problems. 

And the smile should be only one 
eleme f that treatment. , 

“Toddy’s orthodontist should 
not ignore the face, the jaw, the 
soft tissue,’’ Moshiri said.

Area orthodonist takes a bite 
out of jaw and mouth problems 


* Gloria Grossheim had a head- 
ache every day of her life for 13 
years. 

“I went to four different doc- 
tors,’ she said. *‘I took nerve pills, 
pain pills, anti-de its. I was 
almost getting to the point of being 
hooked on drugs. But I still had a 
headache. 

“J finally asked a doctor if my 

iblem could be in my jaw joint. 
le said it could be.”’ 

Grossheim was one of the many 
adults who suffer_with temporo- 
miandioular joint disorder (TMJ). 
Symptons, of eer can be, head- 
aches, pping of the jaw, 
ae athes tae es and limited 
mouth opening. : 

“My jaw .made a popping 


“noise,” Grossheim said. “But the 


pain was in my head.” 

For that reason, doctors didn’t 
make the connection. But Dr. Far- 
had Moshiri, an orthodontist, did. 

“Jaw joint dysfunction is a very 
common disorder fi ently seen 
today in many adult patients, 
usually age 30 or older,’’ said Dr. 

“The cause for this dysfunction 
is multifarious in nature and v: 
poorly understood,” he sai 
“Among causes are stress, poor 
nutrition and an imbalanced bite. 


This is not_to-say_that_everyone_ 


who has an imbalanced kite will 


- end up with TMJ, but most TMJ 


patients seen clinically today have 
abnormal arrangement of teeth 
and jaw joint.” 

On the suspicion that she might 
have TMJ, Grossheim called 
around and was referred to Moshi- 
ri, an orthodontist. 

“I found out why I-was having 
the headaches,”’ she said. ““The 
cause went back 13 years. i 

“I had a wisdom tooth removed. 
The dentist had a difficult time 
extracting the tooth; -my jaw was 
open too wide for too long a period 
of time. It damaged the liga- 
ments. 

“Soon after that, I began having 
headaches because I was grinding 
my.teeth in my sleep. My family 
would complain about the noise. 
Doctors thought I did that because 
of stress. But I didn’t feel stressed 
and the dru they prescribed 
didn’t help. still ground my 
teeth.”” 

When she was referred to Mo- 
shiri, Grossheim 28, took a test in 
which dye was injected into her 
jaw joints. The movement of the 
dye showed she did have damage. 

. She was treated first with a

Halloween has become a stressful 
time for parents of trick or treaters. 
Tricks played or treats given to 
children have caused a number of 
communities to cease trick or 
treating altogether; tampering with 
candy has resulted in children miss- 
ing a holiday celebrated since 800 
A.D., a day all children anticipate 
year-round. 

Certain treats are subject to 
tampering. Apples may contain 
razor blades. Candy bars may be in- 
jected with poison. To prevent injury 
from tampered candy, health and 
“police officials recommend the 
“following: 

1. Do not allow children to eat their 

«treats before parents can carefully 
‘examine them. 

2. Look closely fro any puncture 

marks in candy wrapping. Throw

wrappers. 

3. Be leery of candy wrapped by 
hand. 

“4. Discard candies with 
wrapping. 

5. Cut apples into quarter sections, 
checking for objects. 

6. Take all tampered candy to your 
local police department. 

7. If you suspect your child has 
consumed’ candy that has been 
tampered with, ‘immediately take

Preventive measures can be taken 
in sending your children out this 
Halloween.

Drawing for 
trapping permits 
held Oct. 29 


There will be a public drawing 
for trapping permits at Horseshoe 
Lake on Oct. 29. 

The drawing will be at the park 
office. Registration will be from 9 
a.m. to 11 a-m., with the drawing 
at 11 a.m. All would-be trappers 
must have a 1986 trapping license. 

There will be six trapping areas. 
Everyone must be present for the 
registration and the drawing. 

Trappers must submit their 
name, address and present trapp- 
ing license to be eligible for the 
drawing. Registration will be in- 
dividual or in teams of two. No 


person may sign up more than 
once. No changes can be made 
after the drawing. 

Each trapper will receive 2 
maximum of 50 Mlinois Depart- 
ment of Conservation trap tags 
and shall operate no more than 50 
traps at any time at Horseshoe 
Lake. 

The trapping season shall be 
from Dec. 2 through Jan. 8, with 
only water sets permitted. No 
stakes or baits are to be placed 
prior to 1 a-m. Dec. 2, and all 
Stakes or baits must be removed 
by sunset on Jan. 8. Both state trap 
tags and trapper name tags must 
be affixed to each trap. 

Trapping is allowed on or adja- 
cent to muskrat houses, but no 
houses are to be destroyed or 
altered in any way for trapping 
purposes. Daily catch records are 





provided to each trapper, which_ 
are to be filled out daily and are to 
include harvest by species. 

Each trapper must report to the 
Horseshoe Lake park office 
following the close of trapping by 4 
p.m. on Jan. 15 to return trap tags 
and submit his completed daily 
catch record. 

Failure to comply with any rules 
or regulations governing trapping 
on Horseshoe Lake will result in 
the loss of trapping privileges in 
the future on such lands
